ras been working during the day. 


Another important clause calls for a 
minimum wage of $9 a week unless in 
the case of duly recognized appren- 
tices, who, for the period of one year 
may be paid as low as $6 per week. 
Jl merchants must keep payrolls and 
these must be open to the factories act 
inspector at any time, 

Tne clauses restricting the hours of 
work of employees on Saturdays and 
on days preceding holidays has caused 
a great deal of opposition on the part 
cf retailers, and it was to this that the 
Calgary delegation here on Friday 
took particular objection, . 

The act also calls for fortnightly 
pay in all factories, offices, stores, etc., 
and this new departure ts algo coming 
in for rome criticism,

Affair Occurred in Barber Shop 
on 101st, Kept by Injured 
Oriental 


Sugiva Nakamura, a Japanese, who 
runs a barbor shop on 101et street, is 


lying in the General hospital with a 
wound in the left thigh, caused by a 
revolver bullet, and G. Mocheda, of 
the same nationality, Who is employed 
as a coal minor, is in oustody at the 
elty potice station, charged with hay- 
ing fired the shot. Nakamura's wound 
is not #erinus, 

The trouble which, it is alleged, re- 
suited in the shooting, occurred at 
6.30 o'clock Saturday morning, but no 
report was made to the police and it 
Vas not until street rumors of the 
affair began to drift 'n that an Inves- 
tigation was started, Inquiries result- 
ed in the arrest of Mocheda by Police

As told to the po.ice the story of 
the affair is that a short time ago Na- 
kamura #uggested to Mocheda, with 
whom he was acquainted, that Moche- 
da’e wife should learn the barbering 
trade, and come into his shop as an 
assistant. Mocheda agreed to this pro- 
posal and Mrs, Mocheda, after being 
taught the business, assisted Nakamu- 
ra_with his customers 

Mocheda, who works on @ night 
thift in the coal mine, returned to hie 
home on Saturday morning, early, and 
found that his wife wae not in the 
house. He proceeded to Nakamure'e 
pace and, finding the door opened to 
his rooms im the rear, entered. He 
says that he discoveres his wife there, 
in the bath room 

Nakamura was aleo in the house 
and the miner, angry, drew his revol- 
ver and shot the barber in the upper 
part of the thigh, Just what happen- 
ed after that is exceedingly vague. 
Nakamura apparently ran out of the 
building and mode hie escape, Later a 
doctor dressed his wound end called 
the ambulance by which he was taken 
to the hospital, , 

Mocheda went home with his wife 
and was later taken {nto custody, He

It is true that 
Russia is worn out and it has been 
true for a much longer time than has 
elapsed since the outbreak of the re- 
volution. Unfortunately until that 
event the military exigencies prevent 
ed the truth from being told of Rus- 
sia’s share in the war, which has been 
greatly underestimated The essen- 
tial fact that what Russia had she 
has given.’ ° 

The writer then tells of the immense 
sacrifices in men that Russia has made 
and recalls the revelations in the trial 
of General Soukhomilinoff, former 
of war, of how Russian 
heroes stood up with onlg sticks, 
stones and fists against the organized 
German troops. He believes that the
